In legislativ e m atters, “we and 
we alone are su preme,” declared 
Walter J. 
Mah oney , Senate Re­ 
pu blican majority leader. 
He objected th at Ju stice liv ing 
II Say pol of State Su preme Cou rt 
ru led not th at th e law itself was 
u nconstitu tional bu t th at th e meth ­ 
od in wh ich th e Legislatu re passed 
it was. 
Say pol h eld th at th e bill h ad 
not been on legislators’ desks for 
a th ree-day period before a v ote 
was taken, as requ ired by law. 
Object to Speed 
Bu t Democrats objected to th e 
speed with wh ich th e law was be­ 
ing reinstated. Th e reinstatement 
bill was brou gh t u p in th e after­

record, came from A lkane last week in the release o f the tabula* 
tion of the deer take for the State o f N ev Yo rk. O nly in the fall 
of 1917, were the nimrods in this area, mo re successful. The to tals 
indicate that twenty -five hundred mo re adult bucks were har 
v ested in the Catskills than were taken last y ear. The increasing 
number o f successful hunters undo ubtedly was caused by almo st 
ideal weather fo r the entire six teen day s o f the seaso n, altho ug h 
there were m any co mplaints that the wo o ds were so dry , that 
deer were being spo o ked befo re the hunter had a chance to 
sho o t. In 1 9 5 9 , there was a g reat deal o f hunting the ro ads and 
ev en the tav erns, because o f many dav s o f co ld rain. 
P A R T Y PERM ITS POPULAR 
In some of the townships where last year special post season 
deer hunts occurred, the deer harvest was somewhat under the 
previous year. It was planned that way. The Conservation D epart­ 
ment attempted last season, to drastically cut the herd in these 
towns and to give tankers, especially orchard owners, relief from 
the excessive damage that was caused by an over-population of 
deer. A population so large, that in several instances, it was im­ 
possible for horticulturists to start new 
trees. The difficulties 
with the post season hunt were the concentration of a large num ­ 
ber of hunters in a small area, the necessity of appearing at a 
check station in order to validate a permit and to a lesser extent, 
the lateness of the season with very few hunters desiring to take 
off additional time from their employment. This year’s party per­ 
mit system which allowed a party o£ four or more to pool their 
licenses and obtain a permit to take "an additional deer, was rea­ 
sonably successful from the standpoint of good deer management, 
but the take under it was not as high as was expected. In the 
Catskill area. 6.641 penults were issued and 71 per cent of the 
parties were successful.
